TEL AVIV. — Stockholders in the 
Lapidot and Naphtha oil companies 
yesterday asked the District Court 
here for an order barring the two 
firms from selling oil to the Gov- 
ernment -— the majority stockhold- 
er — at less than the present world 
market price. 

The group which includes 
Aluf (res.) Yisrael Barnea and ac- 
countant Avraham Warshenbrot — 
charged that this was part of 2 
series of unbusinesslike acts aimed 
at forcing them to sell cheaply to 
the Government. 

Attorney Avraham Oren, repre- 
senting the applicants, said the 
firms had long been run on a basis 
of “squeezing the stockholders.” He 
said the two firms — rather than 
the Government — had financed the 
oil mapping of Israel, along with 
other expensive geological surveys 
of a state character. They had also 
created extra jobs for certain per- 
sons, he charged, while at the same 
time failing to employ their equip- 
ment. 

Finally, the price at which they 
were selling gas and oil to the 
Government was considerably be- 
low the world price, and below 
what the Government itself was 


paying to foreign companies for oil.

Cairo at the invitation of Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat, who has 
indicated that he is about to better 
his relations with the Jordanian 
monarch. 

Amman radio reported last night 
that the invitation was conveyed 
yesterday through Sadat’s Adviser 
on International Affairs, Abdul- 
Mon’em Rifai, who held talks this 
weekend with the Egyptian leader 
in Lahore during the Islamic con- 
ference. 

The gesture of reconciliation 
climaxes Sadat's campaign for 
Arab unity on the eve of US. See- 


hopes the visit will pave the way

However, while stressing that 
Hussein would go to Cairo “soon,”

The desire to achieve closer co- 
ordination between Egypt and Syria 
and Jordan was prompted ‘by Kis- 
singer's current mission which is 
aimed at working out an Israeli- 
Syrian military disengagement. This 
remains the major stumbling block 
to reconvening the Geneva talks.

Stop hunger strike, 
Soviet Jews told 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — The Scientists’ Com- 
mittee of the Public Council for 
Soviet Jewry on Monday night 
called on three Moscow scientists 
to stop their hunger strike. 

The Commitiee’s secretary, David 
Prital, transmitted the scientists’ 
appeal in a telephone conversation 
to Moscow. He told the strikers — 
Prof. David Ashbel, Dr. Vitaly Ru- 
bin and Vladimir Galatsky — that 
their 12-day strike had succeeded 
in arousing the scientific commun- 
ity throughout the world. The Com- 
Mittee here, he assured them, would 
continue to raise its voice against 
the injustice being done to them 
and other Jews prevented by the 
Soviets from immigrating to Israel. 
‘The message was endorsed by the 
heads of all Israel's institutions of 
higher learning. 


The presidium of the Public Coun- 
cil for Soviet Jewry joined in the 
appeal to the strikers. 

One of the strikers has been 
made a member of the Israel Phy- 
sical Society. A letter was sent yes- 
terday to Prof. Ashbel by the So- 
ciety president, Prof. Yehuda Elsen- 
berg of the Weizmann Institute, in- 
forming him of the appointment. 

In Kishenev, meanwhile, four 
Jews, also barred from emigrating, 
have been hunger striking at the 
telegraph office there since Fri- 
day, the Public Council learned 
yesterday. The four were in a 
of six who were jailed for 15 days 
as “hooligans” when they asked to 
go to Israel The names of the six 
were given as Leonid SBendersky, 
Mark <Abramowicz, Sender Levin- 
son, Jacob Schwartzman, Miron 
Dorfman and a Mr. ‘Starkman.

Eilat strike = 
against high 


air fares

A one-hour general

air fares to and from Bilat. The 
warning strike is to be followed by 
a day-long general strike on Mon- 

day if no solution is reached. 
This was decided last night by 
workers, the Labour Council and 
the Trade Union representatives 
afer a stormy meeting of the Muni- 
cipal Council The Municipality was 
informed yesterday that new rates 
would go into effect on Friday, 
raising the air fare from 1L70 to 
TL110 for non-residents, from ILA2 
to 140 for Bilat residents, and 
from IL70 to IL85 for companies. 
Mayor Gad Katz angrily protested 
that the new rates were announced 
by the Transport Ministry despite 
promises from both the Finance and 
Tourism Ministries that they would 
subsidize Eilat air travel to prevent 
the rise. The Council decided to 
take “strong measures,” since these 
high prices are an “additional blow 
to Eilat, which is already under- 
going an economic and social crisis.” 


At the Rafi meeting at Jerusalem's Beit Elisheva yesterday. 
Meir sees peace signs, but warns 
‘Israel must be ready for worst’ 


Golda Meir yesterday depicted the 
Government's assessment of the pos- 
sibility of a peace settlement with 
the Arab states in the wake of the 
Israel-Egyptian disengagement: pact. 

She told a session of the World 
Ort Unior’ congress in Jerusalem's 
Diplomat Hotel: “So far, the 
Egyptians have not violated even 
one point in the separation-of- 
forces agreement...and we are not 
accustomed to that.” 

But, while maintaining the search 
for peace signals from the other 
side, Israel must remain strong and 
prepared for the worst, Mrs. Meir 
‘warned. 

“Israel must be careful to avoid 
committing two fatal mistakes,” she 
told the delegates. “The frst error 
is the assumption that there is no 
hope for peace ever, and we must 
therefore prepare ourselves for the 
next war. The second error would 
be to close our eyes to reality, and 


just sit back and say to ourselves, 
"Don’t worry peace will come under 
any circumstances. 

“So, our problem today is to ‘find 
the golden path between these two 
lines of thought. This means we 
must be prepared for the worst 
while keeping on the lookout for 
even the slightest ray of a peace 
hope... Yes, this is the first time 
there seems to be something to it.” 

Turning to the Syrian question, 
the Prime Minister said she “hopes” 
Dr. Kissinger will bring with him 
a lst of Israel PoWs being held by 
Syria when he arrives in Israel to- 
day. ‘However, she did not know 
definitely if he would indeed have: 
such a list to offer. 

Mrs. Meir said she recently con- 
ferred with an expert on the Middle 
East who told her the Arabs cannot 
understand Isreel’s anxfety and con- 
cern for the prisoners, or the need 
to recover the bodies of its dead, 
for re-interment. She said the ex- 
pert told her the Arab view was: 
it 15 understandable for a soldier’s 
family to be concerned, but why 
this national mania? .

“I told him.” Mrs. Meir recalled, 
“their inability to understand our 
feelings about our boys may be at 
the root of their misunderstanding 
the State of Israel altogether...

In 
this sense. rather than the AHgnment giving power 
to Mayor (ex Aluf Mishne) Y. Nevo in Herzliya and 
Deputy Mayor (and heir-apparent, later to resign, ex- 
Aluf Mishne Ariel Amiad in Tel Aviv, they were 
the ones to give power to the Alignment.” 

The scholars found that the parties utilize the re- 
putation of ex-officers as honest and talented ad- 
ministrators “and of course the ruling Labour Party, 
which has the largest concentration of posts to offer, 
has recruited the majority of the officers.” They 
found that the officers also serve a more direct po-

Noting that 20 per cent of the senior officers wha 
were recalled and fought in the war were active in 
polities, the paper says: “What happened this time 
was unprecedented.

In 1932 Mayor LaGuardia appointed 
her to a seat in the Domestic Rela- 
tions Court, and she remained in 
that position until she joined the 
State's Family Court in 1962, She 
retired from the bench last year 
at the age of 70 to set up a na- 
tional programme on juvenile jus- 
tice. 

Judge Poller is deeply troubled 
by the ferment in the U.S. poli- 
tical system and the unfortunate 
lessons that national leaders are 
teaching American youth.

Guidance centres 
for ex-soldiers 
to be opened

Nine service centres for de- 
mobilized soldiers are to open in 
various parts of the country this 
morning following enabling leg- 
islation approved yesterday by 
the Knesset Finance Committee. 

The centres, established by the 
Labour Ministry, are designed to 
serve as a central address for 
all a demobilized soldier's ques- 
tions and problems. The centres 
will be manned by representa- 
tives of various Government 
Ministries, including Labour (and 
National Insurance Institute), 
Education, Social Welfare and 
Commerce and Industry. 

The centres will offer infor- 
mation and guidance and pre- 
iminary action to former ser- 
vicemen and reservists on all 
matters relating to their rights 
under the Ex-servicemen's Rights 
Law, as amended. 

Assistance under the law is 
limited to persons who will have 
served at least 75 days between 
September 6, 1978 and Septerm- 
ber 25, 1974. Demobilized sol- 
diers applying for counsel at the 
centres will be asked to show 
their ex-serviceman's certificate 
available from Army Post Office 
number 2146.

“Le Soix” sald its sources be- 
lieved it was because of the 
Army's protest against what it 
called “the anti-Egyptian policy 
of Col. Gaddafi” that the Libyan 
leader flew to Cairo last week 
and patched up his relations with 
President Sadat.

Dealers sald heavy buying pres- 
sure was building up in all quart- 
ers, but that much of the demand 
was caused by Arab oil-producing 
countries dumping dollars to buy 
commodities and European cur- 
rencies. 

One dealer predicted that yes- 
terday's trading set the stage for 
gold to soar to 8200 or more an 
ounce. 

“Anything could happen now,” 
he said. 


F exchange traders report~ 
ed what they described as “large 
buying orders” for West German 
marks and Swiss frances coming 
from the Middle Hast. They said 
there was one order on Friday for 
the purchase of one billion dollars 
worth of Swiss francs and two in- 
dividual orders for the purchase of 
the same amounts of marks. 

The dollar dropped six pfennings 
and six Swiss centimes in value on 
Friday under the battering of deals 
of that size.

‘as a result of the cooperation 
of the American people — and they 
deserve most of the credit — and 
also the management on the part 
of Mr. Simon and his organization, 
we have now passed that 
erisis. The home fuel oi], ag far 
88 it is concerned, as we know, 
has been furnished, no one hay guf- 
fered as a result. As far as our 

are concerned, all have had 
fuel that is required to keep 
the plants going. 

The major problem ‘that remains 
is that was brought home to 
me when 1 talked to one of the 
sound men before coming in. I 
asked him if he was having any 
trouble getting ges. He said, “Yes, 
when I went to the service station 


this morning, they wouldn't give’ 


me any because my geuge was 
wrong. They thought that I had 
more than half a tank, Actually, 
I had zero in the tank.” 

I have seen this problem as I 
have driven around in the Miami area 
and also in the Washington area, 
The gas lines, the fact, too, that 
fn the Eastern states generally, we 
do have a problem of 
gasoline, which has ‘been of course, 
very difficult for many people go- 
ing to work, going to school or 
what have you. 

Mr. Simon last week, as you 
know, at my direction, allocated 
additional gasoline for ‘these parti- 
cular areas, and he is prepared to 
take more action in the future to 
deal with this problem. 

As far as the entire situation is 
concerned, I am able to report to- 
night that as a result of the co- 
operation of the American people, 
as a result, too, of our own energy 
conservation programme within the 
government, ‘that I now belfeve con- 
fidently that there is much better 
than an even chance that there 
wil be no need for gas rationing: 
in the United States, 

As far ag that is concerned, 
however, I should point out that 
while the crisis has passed, the 
problem still remains and it is a 
very serious one. 

Having reported somewhat posi- 
‘tively up to this point, let me point 
out some of the negative situations 
that we confront. 


‘NEGATIVE SITUATIONS’ 
“One has to do with the Congress. 
The Congress, of course, is working 
hard on this problem, but I regret 
to say that the bill presently before 
the Congress is one ‘that if it 
reaches my desk in its present form, 
I will have ἴο veto it, 

I will have to veto it because 
what it does is simply to manage 
the e rather than to deal 
with the real problem and what 
should be our real goal, and that 
is to get rid of the shortage, 

For example, there is a provision 
in the bill, the present bill, that pro- 
vides for a rollback of prices. Now 
this, of course, would be immediate-~ 
ly popular, but it would mean if 
we did have such a rollback that 
we would not only have more and 
fonger gas lines, but a rollback of 
prices would iead to shortages 
which would require, without ques- 
tion, rationing all over the country. 

That would mean 17,000 to 20,000 
more Federal bureaucrats to run. 
the system at a cost of $1,500m. 
8 year. And this we should avoid. 
This we can avoid. 

And that is why I again urge 
the Congress to act responsibly on 
the measures that we have present- 
ed to the Congress to deal with the 
Problem of price and _ profits 
through the windfali profits 
Measure that we have submitted 
and to deal with the problem of 
gas shortage overall by getting 
More supplies, and that means the 
de-regulation of natural gas so that 
it is competitive as far as price 
is concerned, the amendment of 
Some of our environmental actions 
80 that we can use more coal and 
thereby take some of the pressure 
off of the demands for gasoline and 
other fuels, the deep water ports 
and the other measures that Ihave 
mentioned on many occasions to 
the nation, and also before members 
of the press. 

Looking to the future, I believe 
we can say now that while the 
crisis has been passed, the prob- 


lem remains, It is'a serious prob- 
lem, but it ts one that can be 
dealt with and our goal of becom- 
ing completely independent in 
energy, independent of any foreign 
rources is one that we can achieve,

SOLZHENITSYN OR DETENTE? 


WASHINGTON (UPI), — Pre- 
sident Nixon said in his press 
conference that while he sympa- 
thizes with expelled Soviet author 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn, the U.5.

ther or die together.”

On the peace front, we are doing 
well, and I think we will continue 
to do well. With regard to the 
Prosperity issue, the bread and 
butter issue, ag I have already in- 
dicated, I think ‘that this economy 
is going to be moving up. 

I think, therefore, it will be a 
good year for those candidates who 
stand for the administration. 
QUESTION: Mr. President, as you

Ambassador- 
ships cannot be purchased, and I 
would not approve an ambassador- 
ship unless the man or woman was 
qualified clearly apart from any 
contributions. 

QUESTION: Mr. President, in our 
last meeting we were remiss in 
asking you for your reaction to the 
resignation of Vice-President 
Agnew and so, for the sake of 
filling In that hiatus in the record, 
T would ask you if you believe 
that the conduct of the Vice- 
President, and particularly his con- 
duct surrounding and leading up 
to his resignation, in fact brought 
dishonour upon his office, this 
Administration and the country? 
THE PRESIDENT: It would be 
very easy for me to jump on the 
Vice-President when he is down. 
I can only say that in his period 
of service, that he rendered de- 
dicated service in all of the assign- 
ments that I gave to him. 

He went through, along with his

WASHINGTON. — President 
Nixon said in his press con- 
ference that failure of the Arab 
states to end the oil embargo 
could “‘slow down efforts” ta ar- 
range a Middle East peace. He 
said the issue of the oi] embargo 
and Arab-Israeli peace are not 
linked, but “what happens in 
one area has an effect on the 
other.” 

Nixon hinted that if the oil 
boycott was maintained, the U.S. 
would play a less active media- 
ting role between the Arabs and 
Israel. And this, he suggested, 
would not be in the Interests of 
the Arabs. 

The implication of Nixon’s re- 
marks was that maintenance of 
the ol] boycott would rebound 
against the Arabs by making 
the U.S. less sympathetic to their 
negotiations. 

He said the oil embargo — 
imposed azainst the U.S. during 
the Middle East October War — 
should be lifted independently of 
what happens in peace negotia- 
tions. 

'T belleve we are going to 
make continued progress on the 
peace front," Nixon said. "I be- 
lieve that will be helpful in 
bringing progress on getting the 
embargo lifted.

Jewish “population, now“ “puf. at 
200,000, there are countless Jews 
who spend all or part of the winter 
in the Florida sunshine. For them, 
the main section is the Miami 
Beach area with luxurious hotels 
in its upper sector, and down below, 
8 massive conglomeration of lower- 
priced hotels and apartments to be 
rented for the winter. The visitors 
in the latter section are to a large 
extent lower-middle-class elderly 
Jews, 

Some of the difficulties of the 
community were aired in recent 
weeks in two programmes on C.B.S. 
television, which I saw during a 
visit to the U.S. A major challenge 
is the creation of a community 
from the many disparate elements 
in the city. Among the permanent 
residents, there can be distinguish- 
ed the nuclear community and the 
peripheral community. The former 
has organized ttself admirably with 
a full communal structure. But 
there is a constant influx, much of 
it problematical The peripheral 
community is largely composed of 
these more recent arrivals. They 
originate especially from the North- 
East of the United States, with an- 
other large group from the Mid- 
West. A very high proportion of 
those who go to Miami are retired 
and want to enjoy their last years, 
with their golf and gin-rummy, and 
are content to divest themselves of 
any communal responsibilities. 

Of course, it is not so easy to 
get away completely from the com- 
munity. Not all wish to — indeed 
there are those who move to Miami 
from smaller towns specifically for 
the sake of its rich Jewish life. 
There is, In any case, a pervasive 
Jewish atmosphere from which it 
is hard to escape. Moreover Israel 
is always in the news and this re- 
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mains a constant concern, even for 
those who are prepared to forgo 
local responsibilities, The commun- 
al work is focused in the Greater 
Miami Jewish Federation. 

A special challenge is posed by 
the elderly. Sixty-five thousand re- 
tired Jews live in Miami and they 
do iittle for the community. They

have come to a calm harbour, away 
from the cold and tribulations of 
the North and intend to live out 
thelr last days in pleasant sur- 
roundings and climate. But some 
of them get ilL And savings run 
out. And a large number of prob- 
lem cases emerge. Many live in 
great loneliness and are cut off 
from their families {in some cases, 
the children have taken the deci- 
sion and sent the parents to Miami, 
thinking to do them a great favour 
— but sometimes, it may have been 
wiser to leave the parent near his 
family). Reference in the TV pro- 
grammes was made to the case of 
“abandoned parents” — who want 
to make it on thelr own and are 
ashamed to call on their children. 
Their lives tend to be empty — 
the stroll to the supermarket, the 
visit to the sands, and perhaps a 
bathe — and then, often, loneliness. 
The existing community feels it has 
to reach out to them because only 
@ minority reaches ouf to the com- 
munity. In its turn, the community 
is faced with the danger of num- 
bers overwhelming facilities.

females exceed the 
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Three-quarters of Jewish households 
with incomes under $4,000 a year 
are headed by someone over 65 years 
of age. A quarter of the households 
headed by the elderly with low in- 
comes consist of a single person 
and this group in particular re- 
quires a broad range of supportive 
services. However the prospects 
from some aspects, are optimistic. 
At present the old people are large- 
ly foreign-born and not too highly 
educated. But there will be an in- 
creasing number of the elderly 
who are American-born, well-edu- 
cated and enjoying expanded retire- 
ment plans and increased social 
security incomes. 

Eighty-seven per cent of Jews 
over the age of 65 live either alone 
or with their spouse. Only seven 
per cent of Jewish households con- 
tain three generations. Among the 
elderly, there is a high degree of 
non-affiliation with congregations. 
Only half the Jews in their sixties 
are synagogue members. This non- 
affiliation is partly the con- 
sequence of problems associated 
with the aged, such as low income, 
poor health and transportation dif- 
ficulties. An examination of syna- 
gogue membership, past and present, 
shows — as would be expected — 
a higher proportion of Orthodox af- 
filiates among the elderly than 
among the young.

War led to peanut shortage

TEL AVIV. — An incidental effect 
of the war and extended reserve 
service is a shortage of salted pea-

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FORMATION OF THE GOVERNMENT

ONFUCIUS, the Chinese sage, 

was born 2,523 years ago but 
many of his teachings remain valid 
to this day. Twenty-five centuries 
ago Confucius said: “Do not do to 
others what you do not want doné 
to you.” 

It was his supreme aim to help 
men develop a moral sense of re- 
sponsibility towards others. He 
taught them to be kind and show 
respect to their elders and super- 
iors. His teachings are recorded in 
the Five Classics which later be- 
came the Confucian Bible, and his 
most famous sayings are included 
in one of the Four Books of Con- 
fucian Analects. Here are two of 
his many proverbs: 

‘fine words and insinuating ap- 
pearance are seldom associated with 
true virtue.” 

“To see what is right and not 
to do it is want of courage.” 

A statesman himself at one time, 
Confuelus also taught his disciples 
that the secret of good government 
was to choose honest and dedicated 
officials. 

With the advent of Communiam 
in China, Chairman Mao Tse-tung 
and his followers set about pullme 
down the Confucian system of ethics 
and morals which also stressed that 
a well-ordered family would assure 
a stable community and a civilised 
nation. The old Chinese way of 
life was based on conviction that 
the world could be no better than 
the microcosm to be found in the 
fatally.

Since Mr. Kohn plumps for a 
halachic view {in -modern dress, of 
course: flexibly but Orthodoxly ap- 
Plied in Israel) it is not surprising 
‘that he does not refer to the Procia- 
mation of Independence of, May 14, 
1948.
